Passage of Senate Joint Resolution 135, introduced 
by Senator Clinton P. Anderson, couW clear the way 
for solving Southern California's water Bhoitage cheaper 
and faster than the Feather River Project, which will not 
be completed until 1978 and will coat $2,000.000.000 to 
construct, Supervisor Kenneth Hahn declared today.

"If th« appropriation is ap- 

prov4»d. <he converter plant 
should br located In Los Angeles 
County to assist with our water 
problem . which is becoming 
more acute each day," Supervi­ 
sor Hahn stated.

Supervisor Ilahn said that the 
possible use of nuclear power 
to operate the plant to produce 
electricity and fresh water 
should be thoroughly investi­ 
gated.,

Another possible source . of 

low-cost fuel which Miould be 
considered is the hu^c amount 
of conbustiblc rubbish 14000 
tons collected daily in Los An­ 
geles County, Supervisor Hahn 
stated.

"Use of this rubbish as fuel 
would solve the problem of dis­ 
posing oj It and would save the 
taxpayers millions of dollars by 
making it unnecessary to buy 
expensive dump sites," he con­ 
tinued.

Supervisor Hahn also urged 
stepped-up research into the pos­ 
sibility of reclaiming 400 million 
gallons of treated sewage water 
which is dumped into the ocean 
each day through the Hyperian 
sewage treatment plant and the 
White Point plant of the county 
sanitation district.

This reclaimed wnlcr rould be 
used in replenishing 'the under­ 
ground basins and in placing a 
barrier against the intrusion of 
salt water along the coastal 
areas, he stated.
